Do'you not consider yourself capable of forming an idea of 
what you would estiv-ate your trade to produce, having an in- 
tention to dispose of the same ?

The Cotirt were occupied for thtee days in the exa- 
mination of evidence touching the profecution and de- 
fence ; which being clofed, betore pronouncing fentence, 
they proceeded to the trial of Lieutenant Colonel Tr es- 
DALE, of the fame regiment, on the following charges, 
exhibited again{t him by Major Wortnincton :— 

1. For -having connived .at Colonel, Sir. Georce 
Txomas’s offer to and bargain with Lieutenant Faut- 
per, to furnifh horfes for the late augmentation and re- 
cruitment of the Suffex Fencible Cavalry, at a pricé 
under that allowed by Government. 

2. For having aided Colonel Sir Geonce Tuomas 
in his embezzlement of a confiderable: part of the faid 
fum allowed, by approving of horfes of a very inferior 
value, between the months of July 1798 and March 
t799- 

3. For having been a witnefs. (as .figned. under, his 
hand) of the paymafter’s taking the oaths contained in 
the pay lifts for the months of Auguit, September, Oc- 
tober, November, and December 1798, and January 
and February 1799, or. fome.of thefe months, vouchin 
the {trict application of the afprefaid {um in the puschafe 
of the abovementioned horfes, and-tor certifying the faid 
pay lifts annexed’ to the faid aiter’s feveral vouchers 
upon oath ; he (Lieut; Col. “Tsespare) knowing a 
confiderablg part of the faid fums 16 certifféd and vouch- 
ed as {trictly applied, had not been duly expended. 

4- Forhaving offered to affociate himfelf. with Lieu- 
tenant Fauxper, in furnifhing a fupply of horfes for the 
augmentation now raifing. . ae 

. 5. For general neglect of duty, ia quarters and. bar- 
racks ; and for inattention’to thedifciphae of the officers 
and men, and for difcountenancing attention to the fame 
on the part of Major WoxruincrTon. 

6. For not duly promoting the fuccefs of the augmen- 
tation of the regiment, fince its -offer of fervice; after 
declining an efficient’ offer on the-parrof Major Wor- 
THINGTON, for that purpofe. 

The Court finifhed the. examinati6n of evidence of 
this trial on Wednefday the 27th inftant, and‘ thereafter 
proceeded, with fhut doors, to deliberate and pronounce 
fentence on both the preceding trials. Rie 8

proceeded to a third trial, viz. that of Lieutenant
